THK largest Thomson electric weld-

ship, Lancaster; for repairs upon tho 
training ship, Mouougahala; and for 
other purposes at the same yards. 


Saturday last the Daily Chronicle, of 


Portsmouth, X. II., contained an ad- 
vertisement, signed by the secretary of 
the navy, calling for the immediate 
employment of a large force of men at 
the Kittery yaid for the foregoing pur- 
poses. The Kittery yard, it should be 
explained, is situated in Speaker Reed's 
congressional district, and the manifcbt 
purpose of suddenly 
increasing the 


force by the employment of able bodied 
•voters, receives a new interpretation 
when it is remembered that the autumn 
elections, .so fraught with interest to 
Mr. Reed, occur in Mitine about six 
weeks hence.

iouse. 


It should be stated that -nhen the ap- 


propriation fcr reconstructing the build- 
ing was under consideration in the sen- 
ate it was strongly opposed by w prom- 
inent a republican as Mr. Allison, of 
Town, whose argument was that the 
yard was useful only for the purpose of 
repairing wooden ships, ft cla=s of \ea- 
bels now falling rapidly into disuse. 


The interesting feature of Mr. Cutu- 


miiigs' resolution is found in its refer- 
ence to Liie committee on nileb, of which 


<. Reed is chairman. If he suppresses 


the resolution, thereby preventing the 
committee on navy affairs from pursuing 
the investigation, ho makes a virtual 
confession of the allegations contained 
by inference in the resolution. 
On tho 


other hand, if the committee on rales 
report favorably upon the resolution it 
will go to the committee on na\al af- 
fairs, of which Mr. Boutelle, of Maine,
